computer system as a browser [Mattaway, col 7 lines 22-30] to access to the website or 
web page and identifies of products or service (or advertiser) [Mattaway, col 7 line 22; 
col 1 1 lines 44][McLaughlin, the phone number is advertised, col 1 1 line 6].
